open a fast-paced, fou r-day speak- » 
in g tou r of the west. 
In a tex t prepared fo r deliv ery 
to the Los An geles Wo rld Affairs 
Cou n cil, he said: 
"The ten sion s between 
the Un it­ 
ed States an d the So v iet Unio n 
shou ld n ot an d mu st 
no t o bscure 
ou r aw aren ess of the g reat and 
affirmativ e challen ge befo re u s. 
an d the resistin g of So v iet ag g res­ 
sion is o nly a part, a necessary 
bu t a n egativ e part, o f o ur g reat 
task as a n ation .

urged residents to give blood Mon­ 
day at the final 1959 visit of the 
Red Cross Bloodmobile. 
The Bloodmobile will function 
in the basement of the Methodist 
Chruch from ll a. rn. until 5 p.m. 
Chapter administrators today ex­ 
plained the necessity of always 
having blood available for emer­ 
gency use. 
“All know that blood is one of 
the most precious items in the 
world and that man cannot exist 
without it. What we do not realize 
is that if it were not for the reg­ 
ional blood centers that replace 
what blood is lost thru accidents 
and surgery, the number of fatal­ 
ities would be staggering. 
“Unless persons nave seen first­ 
hand some of the truly wonderful 
tilings that has been accomplish­ 
ed in surgery and the sickroom, 
you cannot realize the value of 
blood.

• IT IS NO WONDER that doc­ 
tors, hospitals and the regional 
blood centers are gravely concern­ 
ed when the stocked supplies of 
blood 
become 
dangerously 
low 
as they have been the past few 
months.

“Persons could 
better under­ 
stand why bloodmobiles are trav­ 
eling from city to city every day, 
why articles such as this are being 
written and why Red Cross offic­ 
ials are constantly s t r i v i n g to 
maintain a continuing interest in 
our blood program, if they ever 
were in urgent need of a blood 
transfusion.

“What if you had been in a 
hospital and been boid that a rel­ 
ative was in desperate need of a 
transfusion. 
“What if you had to provide the 
needed donor and if that was not 
possible, you would have to pay a 
fee of $25 per unit or more? “It 
would be reassuring to know that 
an unknow person had taken the 
time to give a pint of their blood so 
that it would be there to be used 
when needed. 
A f t e r the desperately needed

Rats, fed steady quantities of 
the chemical, developed cancer of 
the thyroid. The concentrations 
fed to the rats were much strong­ 
er than those found on the tested 
j berries. No tests were made of the 
chemical’s effects on human be­ 
ings, but the conclusion, based on 
the experiment with rats, was 
that Aminotriazole might be a 


j cancer-causing agent.

Food and Drug Act was passed. 
But in the cranberry episode the

Production of 
a sy nthetic penicillin suf­ 
ficiently dependable for medical use has 
rewarded m ort than 15 y ears of research 
by American scientists. 
The new drug, sy ncillin, m ay be taken 
orally . But, m ort important, it is reported 
to be capable of destroy ing bacteria that 
hav e escaped, or dev eloped resistance to, 
penicillin. 
The germ killer which Britain's Sir An­ 
drew Fleming ex tracted from mold had 
prov ed so effectiv e in the early 1940s that 
h<* pes were raised for the obliteration of 
certain bacterial diseases. But ov er the 
y ears the bacteria which prev iously had 
succumbed to penicillin dev eloped through 
the natural process of mutation a means 
of surv iv al. 


The sy nthetic p r o d u c t not only has 


prov ed more powerful than its natural pre­ 
decessor, but it also can be v aried to at­ 
tack specific g erms. This, in the words of 
Dv . Ernest B. Chain, who shared a Nobel 
Prize for his work with penicillin, opens a 
new era from which “ we can look ahead 
With bright new optimism.”

I cou ld 
cite in this connection the words 
of V. I. L e n i n on g old, bu t I 
do not think it qu ite appropri­ 
ate at a dinner table. I Lau g h­ 
ter)” 
If Khru shchev were an ig nor­ 
ant man, it wou ld be possible to 
say that he did not know, bu t 
actu ally Sov iet Ru ssia has been 
trading in g o l d on the London 
and Zu rich markets with steady 
reg u larity . F u r t h e r m o r e 
Khru shchev knows that the Unit­ 
ed States pu rchases this g old at 
the u niform price of $36 an 
ou nce. It does not matter what 
Lenin said abou t g old; what does 
matter is that Khru shchev Is in 
the g old bu siness when he pre­ 
tends not to be. 
Similarly , on t h i s occasion. 
Khru shchev said: 
“ My dear tradesmen, y ou

Production of a synthetic penicillin suf­ 
fic ie n t Iv dependable for medical use has 
rewarded more than 15 years of research 
by American scientists. 
The new drug, syncillin, may be taken 
orally. But. more important, it is reported 
to be capable of destroying bacteria that 
have escaped, or developed resistance to, 
penicillin. 
The germ killer which Britain's Sir An­ 
drew Fleming extracted from mold had 
proved so effective in the early 1940s that 
hrpes were raised for the obliteration of 
certain bacterial diseases. But over the 
years the bacteria which previously had 
succumbed to penicillin developed through 
the natural process of mutation a means 
of survival. 


The synthetic p r o d u c t not only has 
proved more powerful than its natural pre­ 
decessor, but it also can be varied to at­ 
tack specific germs. This, in the words of 
Dv. Ernest B. Chain, who shared a Nobel 
Prize for his work with penicillin, opens a 
new era from which “we can look ahead 
with bright new optimism.”

K hrushchev know* that the U nit­

Developing Wafer Shortage

At the town’s only factory, the

Why had this happened? Water, 
like air. was something you took 
for granted in the Midwest. 
But this was a drought year in 
the early 1950s.

Generally ample rains in the

But expanding 
populations and soaring industrial 
use of water have created serious 
long-range problems for some lo­ 
calities. 
In northeast Ohio, for example, 
where one-third of the state’s pop­ 
ulation lives, w’ells are drying up. 
Experts say residents will have 
to pipe w ater from Lake Erie to 
meet future needs.

Board.

Even a city such as Milwaukee, 
which overlooks the deep, blue wa­ 
ters of Lake Michigan, has a prob­ 
lem. The city and its environs are 
outgrowing a 
w-ater distribution 
system that once was adequate. 
Fortunately for most of the Mid­ 
west, experts say, w ater sources 
are ample to meet any em er­ 
gency. The area abounds in lakes, 
rivers and stream s. The problem, 
and it entails considerable outlay 


of funds, is to deliver the supply 
to the right place w'hen it is 
needed. 
But one fact stands out when 
current 
Midwestern 
trends 
are 
projected into the future, lf more 
and more wells are drilled into 
reservoirs of underground water 
to satisfy expanding populations 
and new industries, nature will 
not be able to keep up. When and 
where it falls behind, as is now 
happening in some sections, com­ 
munities will have to turn to the 
region’s abundant surface water 
in lakes and rivers for their sup­ 
ply. 
That means pipelines or aque­ 
ducts—and higher water bills.
